Tho great hero, of the carly 
years of the Chinese ravolution: 
was Dr, Sun Yat-sen. Ho was’ 
born In 1867.:In o village near 
Maeno, His father was a poor, 
farmer, who had become a con< 
vert to Christianity through the. 
work of the London Missionary 
Socfety. Some of his relatives 
were however better off. They 


were tailors, and they -had busl-. 


ness connections with Hawall. 
Through thelr ald Sun Yat-sen 
became a student at the Hong 
Kong Medical ‘School, sand was 
in fact its first graduate In 18094. 
Thereafter he devoted himself 
to politics, He was deeply in- 
fluenced by the political life of 
the West. He based all his politi- 
cal thought on what he called 
the Three Principlcs—Nation- 
alism, Democracy, Socialism. 
- He bogan a long career in or- 
Banising revolution against the 
government of the Manchu em- 
Perors, Sometimes he was abroad, 
sometimes in China, but he never 
wavered in ‘his purpose: He was 
able to appeal to straight-out 
Chincse nationalism because the 
Manchus were not -Chineso but 
were a nomad people from Man- 
churia, akin to the Mongols. They 
had _ conquered -China in the 
middle’ of the 17th century, and 
though they governed by means 
of the Chinese Civil Service they 
used large numbers of Manchu 
troops to maintain their position, 


Kidnapped. in London 

On O6ne occasion during his life. 
of plotting Sun Yat-sen was 
actually kidnapped in London by 
the Chinese Ambassador, who in- 
tended to ship him back to China 
where he would have. been ox- 
ecuted. He was kept prisoner in 
an upper room of the Embassy in 
Portland Place, but managed to 
smuggle out in a coal-skuttle a 
letter addressed to his friend, Dr, 
Cantlie, a medical missionary, who 
was then in London. The letter 
was delivered to Dr. Cantiie by 
an English footman at the Em- 
bossy, The doctor informed the 
British Prime Minister, Lord 
Salisbury, of the outrage by the 
Chinese Ambassador, Lord Salis- 
bury at once intervened and the 
Ambussador was ordered to re- 
lease his prisoner. To this day the 
attic in Portland Place where Sun 
Yat-sen was detalned is kept as 
a kind of shrine. 

Sun’s great opportunity came in 
1911 when an outbreak of revolt 
all over the country. chused the 
Manchus to abdicate, The Dynasty 
had. been:crumbling for a long 
ume, and the revolutionary move- 
ment had been growing. It had 
been only a matter of time be- 
fore the Emperor fell. 

This was the period when all 
the world seemed to be adopting 
parliamentary democracy as a 
standard form of government. 
China, too, was to have its parlia- 
ment. Sun Yat-sen headed the 
Nationalist Party called the Kuo- 
nffhtang. But he quickly found 
_that_the parliament at Peking was 
a stooge one under the control of 
an ambitions general, Yuan Shin- 
kal, who after betraying the 


Manchus was plotting to become’ 


emperor himself, So Sun’ again 
went into opposition .and wus 
the main force behind the over- 
throw of Yuan Shih-kal in 1917: 

Sun “could overthrow reactlon- 
ary governments, But, throughout 
his life he could not establish ‘a’ 
real ‘government of his own, He 
was always, dependent on one or 
other of the generals or war lords 
who. had ‘divided. power. between 
thera after the collapse of the im- 
perin] government. . But..towards 
the end of ‘his life.Sun, etn 
the. experience: he.* had:

Ho. therefore decided to 
reorganisa the Kuomintang on the 
the same lines aa the Russian 
party. It was to become a discl- 
plined, centrallsed party. It was 
to be a real instrument of gov- 
erning China—and not simply a 
parliamentary group. 

Military force 

The second great. decision made 
about the same time, was to build 
up an army. The Kuomintang was 
to have its own ‘military force, 
and would no longer be dependent 
on Benerals and soldiers of fore 
une, a oe 

To build this army Sun selected 
a dour and strangely idealistic 
young soldicr named Chiang Kai- 
shck, He regarded him as his 
political heir. What Sun,. the 
elvition, had not been able to do 
he called on Chiang, the soldier, 
to accomplish. The sword and 
the: gun were to be used instcad 
of the speech and the vote. 
. The other decisive act of Sun 


-Yat-sen’s last years was' to make 


on agreement with Russia. After 
he had fn vain appealed to the 
West for’ -technical assistance — in 
building up a-Chinese national 


Bi t, Sun 
to the, Bolsheviks, This was a 
gamble. In tha past Russia had 
been the. external power which 
China most feared. ‘In the 19th 
century its pressure on China had 
‘been severe. But ater tho revolu- 
fion Russia mute “she gesture of 
obrogating’ all its’ so-called un-. 
equal treatics .with Ching » and. 
renounced its special privileges 
in “Manchuria. ? 

The Russian revolution began 
to appear a model which China 
could follow for: modernising it~

would champion. China in reas- 
serting itself’ against the -other 
great powers which had ex- 
ploited its weaknesses and forced’ 
{t to give them  oxtra-territorlal 
privileges and treaty porta. 

In consequence, in -1924, Sun 
Yat-sen held his series of con- 
versaotions with tho - Russian‘ re- 
presentative in China,’ Mr, Jaffe. 


) Russia agreed to give.China the 


ald which it sought. Sun Yat-sen 
did not, however, become a Com- 
munist, Even though the Kuomin- 
tang was organised on similar 
line to the : Russian Communist 
Party, it was to pursue its own, 
non-Communist, aims, This wae 
made quite clear when the Chino- 
Russian understanding was an- 
nounced. : 

The staternent included the 
following passage, “Dr, Sun holds 
that the’ Communist order, or 
even the Sovict system, cannot 
octually bo introduced into China 
because there do not exist here 
the conditions for the successful 
establishment .of cither Com- 
munism or Sovictlsm.” 

Sun Yat-sen died in 1925, 
Twenty-five years were to pass 
by before Russo-Chinese, colla- 
boration became really Intimate. 
In the {interval Sun Yat~sen’s 
party had swung far away from 
Sun's httitude and had Iced a vio- 
Ient anti-Communist crusade,
